Paper Format: Each student will submit an individual paper based on his/her 
role playing as a member of a group to be determined during the second 

week of classes. It shall consist of your proposals for an acceptable SALT II 
Treaty. The respective members will also submit a greup paper on the same 
topic. 


The individual paper will be 3-5 pages, double spaced with no more than 1" 
margin on each side and 14 top and bottom margines. There must be no fewer 
than five bibliographic sources. A Guide to Bibliographic Form, available 
free in the library should be used to prepare the bibliography. A title 
page including the topic, your name and group must accompany the paper. It 
is due and will be presented Monday, June 11. 


The group paper will be similar to the individual papers, except that it 
should be 5-7 pages. 


Each paper will count 1/3 of your final grade. 


An essay examination will count the other 1/3 of your final grade. It will 
be handed out Wednesday, May 30 and completed in class on Wednesday, June 13.
